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Following a slight drop last week, the admission rate for All Causes rose this week. The curve stands 
well above the curve for the corresponding period of 1944, The highest rate (759) was reported by the 6th 
District; the lowest rate (444) was reported by the Potomac and Severn River Commands. 


After dropping last week to the lowest level 128 to be reported this year, the respiratory disease 
rate rose this week to 131. The curve stands well above the curve for the corresponding period of 1944, 
The highest rate (204) was reported by the 9th District; the lowest rate (67) was reported by the Potomac 
and Severn River Commands, 


INFLUENZA AND CATARRHAL FEVER, ACUTE. The admission rate for these diseases dropped this week. The 
rate 85.10 compares unfavorably with the rate 62,06 for the corresponding week of 1944. The highest rate 
(157.00) was reported by the 3rd District; the lowest rate (41.00) was reported by the Potomac and Severn 
River Commands. i 


PNEUMONIA--BRONCHO AND LOBAR. The admission rate for these infections dropped for the second time 
this year to the lowest level to be reported. The curve for this year stands at the same level as the 
curve for the corresponding period of 1944, The highest rate (5) was reported by the 3rd and 6th Dis- 
tricte. The 4th, 7th, Sth, and 13th Districts reported no cases. 


PNEUMONIA, ATYPICAL. The admission rate for this disease, after having been reported at 2 for the 
past two weeks, was reported this week at 3. This rate compares unfavorably with the rate 2 for the 
corresponding week of 1944, The highest rate (5) was reported by the Sth District; the lowest rate 
(0.44) was reported by the 12th District, 


TONSILLITIS AND PHARYNGITIS, ACUTE. After dropping last week to the lowest rate to be reported this 
year, the admission rate for these diseases rose this week. The curve stands well above the curve for 
the corresponding period of 1944, The highest rate (104) was reported by the 9th District; the lowest 
rate (25) was reported by the Potomac and Severn River Commands. — 


SCARLET FEVER, The admission rate for this disease dropped this week to 4, This rate compares un- 
favorably with the rates 2.8 and 2.0 for the corresponding weeks of 1943 and 1944 respectively. The trend 
was up in only two Districts: the 12th and 13th, The highest rate (21) was reported by the 9th District. 
The lst, 4th, 5th, 6th, and 7th Districts, and the Potomac and Severn River Commands reported no cases. 


CEREBROSPINAL FEVER, MENINGOCOCCIC, There was a decided rise in the admission rate for this disease, 
This rate 0.21 stands well above the rate 0.09 for the corresponding period of 1944, Only four districts 
reported cases, the 9th District reporting the highest rate (1). 


MEASLES. The rate for t his disease dropped to the lowest rate to be reported thie year. This rate 
0,62 compares favorably with the rates 1.5, 1.6, and 2.0 for the corresponding weeks of 1942, 1943, and 
1944 respectively. The highest rate (2) was reported by the llth District. The 3rd, 4th, 6th, 7th, and 
Oh Districts, and the Potomac and Severn River Commands reported no cases, 


POLIOMYELITIS, ANTERIOR, ACUTE, One case was reported this week by the Continental Shore Stations 
which occurred in the 8th District, The cumlative total for Poliomyelitis reported for all Continental 
Stations, January 1, 1945 to July 28, 1945 is 11 cases.
